9. Independent Claim 1 of the '857 patent, as amended, recites "A peripheral 
device PCB package comprising: two stamped metal covers with a plastic frame element 
corresponding to each cover, each cover having a first side and a second side with a plurality 
of fingers extending irom said sides and wherein edges of the metal covers are bent to 
conform to the shape of the frame element and said fingers are embedded in the plastic frame 
elements forming an integral unit, the plastic frame elements being injection molded around 
the fingers; and wherein the plastic frame element extends beyond a plane of the metal cover 
so that a plastic perimeter surface is exposed, thereby tacilitating bonding of the two covers," 
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10. Newly added Claim 7 depends from Oaim 1 and recites that flie plastic 
perimeter surface is integrally formed with the plastic frame elements. This feature of the 
invention was not claimed in the patent, thtou^ error which was made miintentionally with 
no intention to deceive or mislead Ihe United States Patent and Trademark Office.
